THE SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES OF MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT ACT, 

1954 ( 30 -of 1964 ). 


AN 
ACT 


to provide for the salaries and allowances of Members of Parliament. 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifth Year of the Republic of India as follows : 
. 1. Short title and commencement. --( 1) This Act may be called the Salaries 
and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act , 1954 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on the first day of June, 1954 . 
2. Definitions. In this Act, - 

(atracornmittee moans & Committee of either House of Parliament, and includes 
a Joint Committee of both Houses; 

(6 ) member means a member of either House of Parliament, but does not 
include 

( ) & Minister as defined in the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers 
Act , 1952 ( LVIII of 1952 ) ; and 

(ii) an officer of Parliament as defined in the Salaries and Allowancus 
of Officers of Parliament Act, 1953 ( 20 of 1933 ) ; 

(e) new member means a member who takes his seat in either House of 
Parliament after the commencement of this Aot and includes & member who is 
re-elected or re- nominated ; 

( d ) period of residence on duty means the period during which a member 
resides at a place where a session of a House of Parliament or a sitting of a 
committee is held or where any other business connected with his duties as such 
member is transacted , for the purpose of attending such session or sitting or 
for the purpose of attending to such other business, and includes 

(*) in the case of a session of a House of Parliament, a period of 
such residence , not exceeding three days, immediately preceding the commence 
ment of the session and a period of such residence, not exceeding three 
days, immediately succeeding the end of the session, and 

( ii) in the case of & sitting of a committee or any other business, 
a period of such residence, not exceeding two days, immediately preceding 
the commencement of the business of the committee or other business and 
& period of such residence, not exceeding two days, immediately succeeding 
the conolusion of the business of the committee or other business ; 

Explanation .-A member who ordinarily resides at a place where a session 
of a House of Parliament or a sitting of a Committee is held or where any 
other business connected with his duties as such member is transacted shall , 
for the duration of the session or sitting or the time ocoupied for the transao 
tion of other business ( including the three or two days immediately preceding 
or suoceeding ), be deemed to reside at sich place for the purpose of attending 
such session or sitting of , as the case may be for the purpose of attending to 
such other business ; 
(c) term of atice means, 
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this Act , the period beginning with snob commencement and ending with 
the date on which his seat becomes vacant ; 

(6 ) in relation to a new member, the period beginning with the date 
when such member takes his seat in the House of the People or the Coun . 
oil of States , as the case may be, and ending with the date on which his 

seat becomes vacant , 
3. Salaries and daily allowanca . --A member shall be entitled to receive 
a salary at the rate of four hundred rupees per mensem during the whole of his 
torm of office plus an allowance at the rate of twenty -one rupees for each day 
during any period of residence on duty . 

4. Travelling allowancos. -- (1) There shall be paid to each member in respeot 
of every journey performed by hina for the purpose of attending a session of a House 
of Parliament or a meeting of a Committee or for the purpose of attending to any 
other businoss connected with his duties as a member, from his usual place of 1 esi 
donce to the place where tho session or the meeting 18 to be held or the other 
business is to be transacted and for the return journey from such place to his 
usual place of residence 

(a ) if the jouroey is performed by rail, an amount equal to one second 
class fare plus one third class fare for each such journey , irrespective of the 
class in which the member actually travels ; 

(6 ) if the journey is perfurmed by air , an amount equal to one and one 
fourth of the air fare fyr each such journey ; 
(0 ) if the journey or any part thereof cannot be performed by rail or air 

(i) where the journey or any part thereof is performed by steamer, 
an amount equal to one and three - fifths of the fare ( without diet ) for the 
highest class in the steainer for each such journey or part thereof ; 

( ii ) where the journey or any part thereof is performed by road , a 
road mileage at the rate of eight annas per mile for each such journey or 

part thereof. 
Explanation . - For the purposes of sub - clause ( ii ) of clause (c) of this sub -section , 
the expression journey shall inolude the journey from and to the railway station , 
port or aerodrome to and from the usual place of esidence of the werber or as 
the case may be , the residence of the member at th place where the session of 
the House of Parliament or a meeting of the Committee is to be held or where 
any other business is to be transacted . 

2 Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), a member who per 
forms a journey by road betweon places connected by ruil or steamer, either wholly 
or in part, may draw the mileage allowance referred to in sub - clause ( it ) of al uso 
(c) of sub- section (1) in place of the travelling allowance which would hive been 
admissible to him it he had travelled by rail or steamer , as the Ouse may be : 

Provided that the total amount of travelling allowance drawn by such member 
for the entire journey shall not exceed the amount which would have buen admis 
wible to him had be performed such journey by rail

may be . 


6. Travelling allowances for intermediate journeys. -Where a member absente 
himselt for less than fifteen days during a session of a House of Parliament or a 
sitting of a comraittee for visiting any place in India , he shall be entitled to 
receive travelling allowances in reapest of such journey to such place and for the 
Return journey 
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(1 ) if the journey is performed by rail, equal to ono rogood olnug faro 
for each such journey irrespective of the class in which the member sotually 
trivels ; 

(6 ) if the journey is performed by air , equal to ono fare by air for each 
such journey ; 

Provided that such travelling allowanoes shall not exceed the total amount of 
daily allowancer which woull have been admissible to such member under section 
3 for the days of absence if he had not pu remained absent . 

Explanation . The provisions of clause ( c) of sub- section ( 1) and of sub -section 
(2) of section 4 shull , so far as may be , apply to travelling allowances payable 
under this section as they apply to travelling allowances payable under that section . 

6. Free transit by Railway . -Every member shall be provided with one free 
non - transferable second class pass wbich sball eptitle him to travel by any railway 
in India at any time, but nothing contained in this section shall affect the pay 
ment of any travelling allowance payable to a member under any other provision 
of this Aot . 

7. Allowances during short interval between the termination of one session 
and the commencement of another session , etc. -Where the interval between the 
termination of one session of a Youse of Parliament or, as the case may be , one 
sitting of a Committee and commencement of another stasion or sitting at the 
same place does not exceed seven days and the member concerned elects to remain 
at such place during the interval, he shall be entitled to draw for each day of residuoce 
at such place a daily allowance at the rate specified in section 3: 

Provided that if the member leaves such place during the interval, his absence 
from the place shall be treated as absence during a session of a house of Parlid 
ment or a sitting of the Committee , as the case may be, and the prvisions of 
section 5 shull apply accordingly . 

8. Amenities. - A member shall be entitled to such medioal, housing , telephone 
and postal facilities as may be prescribed by rules under section 9 . 

9. Power to make rules .-- (1) For the purpose of making rules under this 
section , there shall be constituted a Joint Committee of both Houses of Parliament 
consisting of five members from the Council of States nominated by the Chairman 
and ten members froin the House of the Pople nominated by the Speaker. 

( 2) The Joint Committee constituted under sub - section (1 ) shall elejt its Chair 
man and shall have power to regulate its procedure. 

(3 ) The Joint Comuittee constituted under sub - section ( 1) may make rules to 
provide for all or any of the following matters , namely : -- 

( ) the routes for the performance of any journey ; 

(6 ) the manner in whioh fractions of a day shall dealt with for the purpose 
of determining the daily allowance admissible for that day; 

(6 ) the travelling allowance admissible where a member is provided with free 
transit for the whole or any part of a journey ; 

( d ) the travelling allowance admissible where the place from wbiob a member 
commences bis journey or 

journey or to which be returns is not his usual place of 
residence ; 

(e) the form in which certificates , it any, shall be furnished by a inember 
for the furpose of claiming any allowance under this Act ; 
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medioal, housing, telephone and postal facilities mentioned in section 
8 ; and 

(9 ) generally for regulating the payment of daily and travelling allowances 
onder this Act . 

(4) Any rules made under sub- section (3) shall not take effect until they are 
approved and confirmed by the Chuirman of the Council of Statos and the Speaker 
of the House of the People and are published in the OfficialGazette , and such publication 
of the rules shall be conclusive proof that they have been duly made. 

10. Validation of payment of certain travelling allowances,-Where a inem 
ber is entitled to receive travelling allowance in respect of any journey perfomed 
by him by a railway before the commencement of this Act, be shall , notwithstanding 
the abolition of first class accommodation such railway , be entitled and 
be drowned always to have been ontitled to receive travelling allowance in respect 
of such journey at the rates admissible to him in accordance with the law then 
in forod, as if the first class accommodation had not been abolished on such rail 
way and as if the member had in fact travelled by first class and , accordingly , 
the payment of any travelling allowance to such member in respect of such journey 
at the aforesaid rates eball be deemed to have been validly made and shall not 
be called in questiou by muy authority on the ground only that the first class 
accounmodation bad been abulished on such railway and that the member had not 
in fact travelled by first class .

NEW YEARS MESSAGE FOR 1950 OF JUSTICE EMIL SANDSTREM CHAIRMAN 

OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS, LEAGUE OF RED CROSS SOCIETIES. 

The year 1954 witnessed the guth annivorsary of the first National Red Cross 
Societies to be founded after Henri Dunant s inspired jdea - the setting into action 
of a world -wide movement direoted towards tho alleviatwn of the suffering of war 
viotims began , in 1864 , to take form and shape. A year earlier - 1863 -the first Geneva 
Convention had been signed and the International Committee of the Red Cross 
tounded. The Belgian Red Cross was the first National Society to appear on the 
scene : 72 others have since followed in its footsteps, and today constitute the or 
ganisation which was the aim of its founder . 

If on this occasion we stop to ask ourselves to what extent the Red Cross has 
fulfilled the intentions of Henri Dunant, only one answer is possible : like everything 
human , this institution may have its faults , but its value , indeed its necessity , have 
been fully demonstrated . 

What the Red Cross has done , i. e . the various National Societies , the Interna 
tional Committee of the Red Cross , and the League of Red Cross Societies, in times 
of war -which alus, have been only too frequent -aod in war s aftermath , not to mention 
its no less important work between war a , are ample evidence that Honri Dunant s 
idea was no less than & prophetio vision . The volunteer wurkers of the Red Crops 
have carried out the task expected of them ; they bave shown the world how much 
way be schieved in the humanitarian field by men of goodwill, whon love of neigh 
bour is the guiding force , and efforts are .coordinated by a suitable organisation , 
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With the opening up of new spheres of activity in time of peace and with 
the tragic increase in the number of natural disasters of recent years , especially 
the year just past , the importance of the Read Cross and its misson in the world 
are to -day greater than ever . 

In paying tribute to all that was achieved by the founder of the movement 
and by our predecessors , we look also to the future , determined to carry out our 
dnty to do our share of the work which lies ahead . 

In this I know I am expressing what you yourselves feel. On the threshold 
of the New Year, I want to say " Thank you " to the Red Cross Societies and their 
members, to the friends of the Red Cross, for the efforts that have been made 
during the past year, and to give you my best wishes for a Happy New Year, 
bringing success in your work and the contentment that comes from the sense of 
having done one s duty .

1. Auxiliary Territorial Force Training Camp will be held at Imphal from 16 
January 55 to 26 January 65 . 

2. The strength of the camp will be 480 volunteers . The trainees of last year 
camp aro also eligible to undergo training this year. 

3. A recruiting party will be visiting Imphal sometime in the first week of 
January 55 , the firm date will be intimated to you when approved by the higher 
authorities and recruitment will be carried out daily from 0800 hrs , to 1300 hrs . 
The last year s trainees who are willing to undergo training this year as well, are 
required to inform the Officer Communding Auxiliary Territorial Force Camp or 
Assistant Recruiting Officer c/o Imphal Dak Bunglow on or before 11 January 1955 . 
After this date their cages may not be considered . 

4. All able -bodied Indian Citizen who are between 17 to 40 years of age are 
eligible for enrolment in the Auxiliary Territorial Force. The training will com 
mence from 16 January 55 to 25 January 55 ( both days inclusive ).

New Delhi , dated the 26th April , 1955 . 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 2 of the Part C States (Laws) 
Act , 1950 ( XXX of 1950 ), the Central Government hereby extends to the State of 
Manipur the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 ( Act V of 1898 ), as at present in 
force in the State of Assam , with the following restrictions and modifications, 
namely- (a ) throughout the said Code, references to the State Government shall be 
construed as references to the Chief Commissioner, (b ) in Se.ition 1, for sub - section 
( 2) , the following shall be substituted , namely— " ) It extends to the whole of India 
except the State of Jammu and Kaslımir , but in the absence of any specific pro 
vision to the contrary , nothing herein contained shall affect the Manipur State Courts 
Act, 1917 , or the Manipur State Hill Peoples ( Administration ) Regulation , 1947 , or 
any order spacial or local law now in the State of Manipur , or any special juris 
diction or power conferred or any special form of Procedure prescribed , by any 
other law for the time being in firce ." (c) For the purpose of facilitating the

No 1 of 1955 


L HOVITICATED 11 


THE PUESIDENT IS TIL : FIFT YEAR OF JE REPUBLIC Or Ixpia . 


An Ordinance to provide , in the interests of the gonoral public , for the control of 

the production , supply and distribution of, and trude and comnicrce in , certain 
commodities. 

WIIEREAS the Essential Supplies ( Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (XXIV of 1946 ), 
which confers powers to control the production , supply and distribution of and trade 
and commerce in , certain commodities, expires on the 26th day of January , 1955 ; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary, in the interests of the general public , to provide 
for the continuance of such powers in relation to some of the commodities specified 
in that Act and certain , other coiumuditics ; 

AS WHERTAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 

Noll , TIERLTORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 123 
of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title, extent and commencemont.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Essential Commodities Ordinance , 1955 . 

(9) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir . 
(3 ) It shall come into force on the 26th day of January , 1955 .

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3. Powers to control production , supply , distribution , etc. of essential commo

or prohibitiny any of the aforesaid matters ; 
(h ) for requiring persons engaged in the production , supply or distribution 

of, or trade and commerce in , any essential commodity to maintain and 
produce for inspection such books , accounts and records relating to their 
business and to furnish such information relating thereto , as may be 

specified in the order ; 
(i) for any incidental and supploinentary matters, including in particular 

the entering , and search of premises, vehicles , Vessels and aircraft , the 
seisure by a person authorised to make auch search of any articles in 
respect of which such person has reason to believe that a contravention 
of the order has been , is being or is about to be committed , the grant 
or issue of licences, permits or other documents , and the charging of 
fees therefor . 


(3 ) Where any person sells any essential commodity in compliance with an order 

made with reference to clause (e) of sub - section (2 ), there shall be paid to 
him the price therefor as hereinafter provided : 
(@ ) whore the price can , consistently with the controlled price, if any , fixed 

under this section , be agreed upon , the agreed price ; 
(6 ) where no such agreement can be reached , the price calculated with 

reference to the controlled price , if any ; 
( c) where neither clause ( @ ) nor clause (6 ) applies, the price calculated 

the market rate prevailing in the locality at the date of sale . 
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(4 ) If the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessury so to do for main 
taining or increasing the production and supply of an essential commodity , it may , 
by order, authorise any person (hereinafter referred to as an authorised controller) 
to exercise , witb respect to the whole or any part of any such undertaking engaged 
in the production and supply of the commodity as may be specified in the order 
such functions of control as may be provided therein and so long as such order is 
in force with respect to any undertaking or part thereof, -- 

(w ) the authorised controller shall exercise his functions in accordance with 

any instructiony given to him by the Central Government, so however 
that he shall not have any power to give any direction inconsistent 
with the provisions of any enactment or any instrument determining the 
functions of the persons in charge of the management of the undertaking 

except in so far as may be specifically provided by the order; and

other matter required to render effective the control over such trade and commerce.

In accorlanco with the iuterpretation of Article 86 (1 )(a ) of the Constitution of lodia 
given by the Supreme Court in their judgment dated 30th March , 1953 in a case regarding 
the Bombay Staie versus the United Motors and others , sales tax is leviable on non - resident 
dealers by the State in which yoods sold by them are delivered for consumption .

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3. (a ) No person shall export or attempt to export any Foodgrains from Manipur 
to any place outside Manipur, except under and in accordance with a permit issued 
loy the State Government or any officer authoris3d by the State Government in 
this behalf . 

(b ) No person shall transport, attempt to transport, cause to be transported 
or offer for transport any Foodgrains into the area of the State lying to the north 
of the village Kangpokpi except under and in accordance with a permit issued by 
the St: te Government in this behalf. 

Provided nothing in clause (a ) and (b ) above shall apply to tho export or trans 
port of Foodgrains - 

(i) not exceeding five secrs in weight in aggregate by a bonafide tra 

veller as a part of his luggage . 
( ii ) or ( overnment account. 

( iii ) under and in accordance with Military credit notes. 
4. Any Police Officer not below the rank of Assistant Sub - inspector and any 
other person authorised in this behalf by the State Government may with a view 
to securing compliance with this order 

(a ) stop , seurch , or authoriso any person to stop and search any person , 
boat, motor or any vehicle or receptacle used or capable of being used for the 
transport of Foodgrains ; 

(1 ) inter aod search or authorise any person to enter and search any place . 

( c ) seize or authorise the seizure of any article in respect of which he suspects 
that a contravention of this Order has been , is being or is about to be committed 
along with the packages , coverings or receptacles in which such articly is found

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 34 of the Manipur State Courts 
Act 1947 as amended by the Minipur State Courts (Amendment) order 1950 , the 
Judicial Commissioner, Manipur is pleased to make the fullowing Rules for enrolment 
of Advocates, Pleaders , Mukhtars and recognised clerks and with the previons approval 
of the Chief Commissioner, Manipur they are hareby published for the general 
information . : 

CHAPTER I. 

Introductory . 
]. These rules shall be called the Manipur Legal Practitioners Rules 1955 . 
2. They shall come into force at once . 
3. In these rules unless the context shown otherwise 

**Court” means the court of the Judicial Commissioner for Manipur. 
“ Registrar" means the Registrar of the Court of the Judicial Commissioner , 
Manipur . 
“ Advocate " means a person entitled to plead and act before the Court 
of the Judicial Commissioner and before all other courts in Manipur . 
* Pleader” means al person entitled to plea 1 and act before all Courts 
in Manipur except the Court of the Judicial Commissioner. 
“ Mukhtar” means a person entitled to plead and act in any Subordinate 
Criminal Courts or Revenue Office or to practice as Mukhtar in any 
Subordinate Courts . 
Recognised Clerk ” means & clerk other than an articled clerk , employed 
by an Advocate or Pleader and registered under the rules. 
“ Prescribed ” means prescribed by rules, orders or directions issued by 
or under the order of the Judicial Commissioner. 


CHAP I ER II . 

Section A. 
Qualifications and Admission of Advocates . 
1. Any graduate in Law of any University established by law in India , who 
is ) a graduate in Arts, Science, or Cominerce of any such University and who in 
each case has further undergone è course of training under the rules made by the 
Judicial Commissioner in this behalf may present an application for admission to 
the Roll of Advocate of the Court of the Judicial Commissioner for Manipur. 

Provided), firstly , that no woman shall be disqualified for admission to be an 
Advocate by reason only of her sex . 

Provided , secondly , that a person entitled to practice in the Court of Judicial 
Commissioner lofore the enforcoment of this rule shall be allowed to be admitted 
to the Roll of Advocate on presenting an application before the expiry of the 
present terms of his sadad and on compliance of the condition laid down in rule 
4 below . 

Provided , thirdly , thai a Plcader who is not o : berwise qualified to ba enrolled 
as an Advocate , may be so enrolled if he hus practice 1 as a pleader for a period 
of not less than 12 years with ability and repute. 
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Provided , fourthly , that a graduate in Law of any University established by law 
in India may be eorolled as an Advocate on presenting a certificate that he has 
bonafide practiced in one or more of the courts Subordinate to the Court of the 
Judicial Commissioner for Manipur for a period of not less than two years. 

2. Such application as in rule I mentioned shall be in writing and shall be 
addressed to the Judicial Commissioner and shall be delivered to the Registrar. 

The application shall state : 
( u) the date of birth as entered in the certilicate of passing the High School 

Examination or an examination equivalent therato , or wherd the date is 
not entered in such certificati : the date of birth as proved by any 

other satisfactory evidenc eproduced by the applicant ; 
(b ) whether or not he intends to practico ordinarily and regularly within the 

Jurisdiction of the court and in no other court ; 
(c) whether or not be holds any appointment under the Government, and , if he 

does the nature of such appoiutment ; and 
(d ) whether or not he is eng gud iu any business in India , and , if he is , the 

nature of such business and the place where the same is carried on ; and 

shall ve dated and signed by the applicant . 
The application must be accompanied by a certificate of the degree in Law in 
the University and by the certificate of training as prescribed by the

å satisfactory certificate or certificate of the good conduct and character of the 
applicant. 

Provided that no person whose appli •ation for admission as an Advocate has been 
refused by any High Court in India whall ordinarily be admitted as an Advocate 
of this Court . 

3. The application shall further contain a declaration in writing by the appli 
cant that he will truely and bouestly and to the best of his knowledge and ability 
act and demean himself as an advocate and faithfully observe and obey all orders 
in force or which shall thereafter be made by the Court for regulating the conduct 
of advocates on the Roll of advocates of the Court. 

4 The Registrar shall place before the Judicial Commissioner, the application 
together with the certificates in that rulo required fir order. If the Judicial Com 
missioner orders the enrolment of the applicant he shall be admitted to the Roll 
of Advocates of the Court of the Judicial Commissioner for Manipur, pruvided that 
within two months of the date of the order he complies with the following condition ; 
(a ) he supplies to the Judicial Commissioner s Court a general stamp of the 

value prescribed by the Indian Stamp Act 1899 (Act II of 1899 ). 
On failure of the condition , the order of enrolment shall automatically stand 
cancelled . There shall be no forefeiture of any doposit . But if the applicant peti 
tions to condone the delay in complying with 

complying with the condition , the delay inay be 
condoned on payment of an additional fee of Rs. 10 /-. 

Section " B " 

I Restriction upon practice . 
1. An Advocats ww is suffering from lepro :y or any other dangerous malady 
of a contagious nature should discontinue practice as long as the maludy lasts . 

2. No Advocate while practicing shall en yage in trade or business or accept an 
appointment carrying a salary without previously obtaining the permission of the 
court . 
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3. It is undesirable for an Advocate to appear in a court in which his father 
or other near relative is the Sole Judge . 

II Unprofessional Conduct. 
1. An Advocate should not du anything by way of advertisement or touting or 
business . 
2 . An Advocate shoull not ton.lur, give or consent to the retention , 

retention , out of 
any fee paid or payable to him for his service , of any gratification for procuring 
or having procured the employment in any legal business of hinself or any other 
advocate or directly or in :lirectly procure or attemps to procure the employment 
of himself through or luy intervention of any person to whom any remun ration for 
obtaining such employment has been viven by him or agreed or promised to be 
80 Siven . 

3. An Advocate sbould not : ccept ein ; lnymani in iny local business throuch it 
person who has been proclaimed as a Tout under section 30 of the Local Practitioners 
Act 1879 or is believed to be so Tout. 

4 . It is highly unprofessinal for an Advocate to traffic in litigation in any whit 
soever direr.tly or indirectly . 

5 . It is not professional misconduct wh re in the absence of any instructions 
from the first client, an Ailvocite appears for thy opposil party in it subsequent 
proceeding which is not « lirectly connected with or in continuance of the first pro 
ceeding . But may not be accepted in execution proceedings or in : ppeal , following 
eoya.nnt in the suit itself or in session court following engagement in origiaal 
trial or commitment proceedinys . 

An Advocate should not wilfully beglect t., appear and ronduct a case after 
he has received full fres . An Advocate is justified in not appearing if his full fers 
for such lppearance hits not been paid . 

7. Writing intiinidating letters to any Court of libellous urticio ; agains: a court 
is unprofessiunal. 

8. Purchasiog property in a court auction in execution of his client s decree is pro 
fessional misconduct ; notwithstanding that the advocate purchases it fur other persons. 

9 . To enter into an agreement with a client for a present over and above 
his fees in case of success is unprofessional for an Advocat” . His conduct amounts 
to gross misconduct if he attempts to extract supplemental fee at the last moment 
and absents himself on failure to pay . 
10. Misappròpriation of the clients money entrusted to an 

Advocate is gross 
professional misconduct. 

Eligibility of Advocates of other High Courts to appear 

In the Court of Judicial Commissioner , Manipur . 
1 . An Advocate on the roll of any other High Court in India may , by special 
permission of the Judicial Commissioner, appear and plead in the court on such 
case, provided there also be with him an Advocate on the roll of the court 
engaged in the case. 

CHAPTER III . 

Pleaders and Mukhtars . 
1. Any of the following persons may be admitted as a pleader, if he satisfies 
the court that he possess an adequate knowledge of the Manipuri and Hindi language 
and that he is a fit and proper person to be admitted as a pleader. 
(8 ) A person who has obtained 4 degree in Law from any University recognised 

by law in India . 
( b) A person who took a degree in law from the University Dacca or Lahore 

before the 15th day of August 1947 , and has permanently settled in India . 
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2 . Persons entitled to be admitted as Mukhtar are those eligible for admission 
as Mukhtar under the rules in this chapter andalso those who can produco certificate 
from a committra legally constitute for the Mukhtarshi!) examination . 

3. An application for admission as a Pleader of Muklıtır shall bear a proper 
court fee stamp. It shall be accompanied by a stanıp paper of the requusite value. 
The applicant shall also furnish the necessary certificate along with his application . 
The application shall be addressed to the Judicial l onmissioner and delivered to the 
Registrar of the Court . 

4. If the application is granta :? by the Juilicial Co:rmissioner a certificato shall 
be issued to the applicant under synature oi the Registrar in the prescribed formu . 
Such certificate shall be written on stamp Paper for the appropriate value . 

5. A pleader holding a certificate written upon stamp paper of the value of 
twenty - five rupees shall be comptent to appear, plead iind act in i ny court Civil 
or ( riminal or any Rt:venue Office , subordinate to the court of the Judicial Commis 
sioner for Manipur. 

6. A pleader holding it certificate written upon stamp paper of the value of 
fifteen rupees shall be competent to appear, plead and act in any subordinato Criminul 
Court or any count of small causes, Sub - Judye or Munsilf or in any Revenue Office. 

7. A Mukhtar holding a certificate written on stamp paper of the value of ten 
rupees shall be competent to appear, plear and act in any subordinate Criminal 
Court or terenue Office or to practice as Mukhtar in any subordinato Civil Court. 

The following acts may be performed by a mukhtar entitled to practice 
as mukhtar in the subordinate Civil Courts . 

( 1 ) Present plaint, memorendum of appeal or petition ; 
( 2 ) file written statement ; 
( 3 ) file objection ; 
(4 ) receive service of process ; 
(5 ) apply for suminonses to persons whose attendanc may be required 

either to give evidence or to produce document ; 
(6 ) pay into court process for, money or security for money ; 
(7 ) give notice requiring admission of genuinness of a document ; 
( 8 ) inspect record ; 
(9 ) apply for summoning of a record ; 
(10 ) instruct an Advocate or ple: der ; 
( 11) be present at the execution of a commission ; 
( 12 ) apply and receive & copy ; 
( 13) bid for a purchase for his principal any property which such principal 

may himself legally bid for it purchase ; 
( 14 ) receive delivery of posession of immovable proverty ; decreed or sold ; 
( 1 :)) receive back documents produced in evidence ; or 

(16) receive refund , or repayment of court fee , moneys or securities for money . 
10. Any pleader or Mukhtar desiring to re -enrolled aftor an interval during 
which his name was not on the roll shell submit along with his application his 
last certificate of practice and furnish satisfactory proof of his being a fit and 
proper person to be enrolled . If the

is satisfied that the applicant is not suffering from leprosy or other dangerous or 
infectious malady and is otherwise a fit and proper porson to be re- enrolled the 
court may re- enroll him .

11. (1) While carrying on legal practice no pleader or mukhtar shall ordina 
rily be permitted to take up appointment or to engage actively in any trade or 
business ; 

( 2 ) Where an applicant for adınission as pleader or mukhtar 
appointment or is engaged in any trade or business ihe court may refuse to admit 
him or may pass such order as it may dem proper ; 

(3 ) Where any person having been enrolled as a pleader or mukhtar accepts 
any appointment or engages himself in any trade business he shall give 
notice thereof to the court which may thereupon withdrew his certificate of prac 
tice or pass such order as it mav deem tit. 

12. The rules No. 1 to 10 of the Chapter II of Section B shall apply iputatis 
mutandis to pleaders and Mukhtars also . 

13 . These rules shall supersede any other order or rule on the same subject 
in force imu.ediately before the commencement of this Rule .

1. The Registrar shail maintain register of all recognised clerks employed 
by Advocate of the coart of the Judicial Com :nissioner and to oach recognised clerk 
shall be given , der his orders , a card in this prescribed form .

2. The Register prescribed by rule I shall contain 

the name, 
and residence of each recognised clerk , the date of his registration , the name of 
the Advocate by whom he is employed and a coluinn for romarks. 

3. The application for registration of a recognised clerk shall be made to the 
Registrar with a stamped paper of Rs. 2 / - only. The application shall be accom 
panied by it certificate of the advocate or pleader by whom he will be employed , 
that the applicant is to the best of his belief, fit to be employed and will be 
employed bouafide in his own service and for purpose of his legal business . 

4 . The Registrar on receipt of the application make such enquiry as he thinks 
necessary and shall, on being satisfied that the applicant is a fit and proper per 
son to be employed as a recognised 
recognised clerk , enter his 

in the register of 
recognised clerk and shall issue to him a registration card as mentioned in Rulo 
I above. 

5. No advocates clerk shall be allowed to do any work in the court unless 
he has been registered under these rules. Not more than two clerks shall be 
gistered at one time for any advocat , of pleader . 

6 . A person suffering from any contagious or infectious disease or who has 
been convicted of any offence involving moral turpitude or is an undischarged in 
solvent or has ever been declared a tout under the provisions of the Legal Practitioners 
Act 1879 , shall not be registered as a recognised clerk , 

7. A registered clerk shall not make any motion or advance an argument in 
court . He inay act in matters of a routine nature which do not require the personal 
attendance of the advocate and may do the following acts, namely - 

(1 ) receiving notice on bebalf of his employer ; 
(2 ) presenting an appeal or application before the Reader of the court or 

the Registrar ; 
(3 ) obtaining office report on an application for adjournment ; 
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(4 ) taking back an appeal or application filed before the Registrar if found 

defective or returned by him for presentation in court ; 
(5 ) presenting to the Registrar an application signed by his employer for

(c ) return of document, 

( d ) list of documents , 
(6 ) inspecting record , if authorised by his employer ind s : nctioned by the conrt.

1. Candidates for the award of Scholarships shall be members of the Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes as recognised for the purpose , 
shall be citizens of India including Jammu & Kasbmir or Sikkim and sball have 
passed the Matriculation Examination of a University established by law in India 

any other equivalent examination of & recognised University or Board of 
Secondary Education in India or in a foreign country . 

2. Each applicant for Scholarship should send a certificate signed by a Member 
of the Parliament/Member of State Legislalure/Municipal Commissioner/Member of 
the District Board /Gazetted Officer stating that he/ she belongs to Scheduled Castes /

13. A Government of India scholarship -holder will not hold any other scholar 
ship except a merit scholarship from University or Board or from the State Government 
or & grant for purchase of text books from any source ; but if awarded State 
Government or any other scholarship of higher value not based on merit, he / she 
will have the option to avail of that scholarship after refunding the entire amount 
of the Central Scholarship drawn during the year . In cases where the value of 
Central Scholarship is less than that of State Scholarship , the State Government 
may , if they so desire , supplement the Contral Scholarship of a particular scholar 
by raising it to the level of the State Scholarship 
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14. The scholarship shall ordinarily be tenably for a period not exceeding one 
academic year it may be renewed at the discretion of the Board subject to funds 
being available for a period not exceeding one academic year at a time to enable 
the holder to complete an approved course of study . 

15. If a scholar fails to pass the annual examination for the course of study 
for which scholarship is awarded in a year , the scholarship will automatically cease 
and his scholarship will ordinarily be renewed . He may , however , apply for a fresh 
scholarship again after passing the annual examination in future year. If a scholar 
is unable to appear in the annual examination owing to illness , he should inforın 
the Board accordingly before the examination is over through the Ilead of the 
Institution with a medical certificate from it registered medical practitioner ; failing 
which his application for renewal of scholarship will not be considered . The application 
for renewal will be considered only if the Head of the Institution , on the basis of 
perfornuance , certifies that the candidate was likely to pass if he had taken the 
Examination . 

16. A scholarship sl.all be cancelled if the scholar changes the subject of course 
for which the scholarship was originally awarded or changes the Institution of study , 
WITHOUT THE PRIOR APPROVAL OF THE BOARD . The Heads of 

Institu 
tions shall report such cases to the Boud and stop payment of scholarship money. 
The amount already paid niay also be recovered at the discretion of the Board . 

17 A scholar is liable to refund the schularship amount at the discretion of 
the Board if bo discontinues his studies during the courso of the year for which 
a scholarship is awarded . 

18. Every scholar shall submit to the Board a statement at the end of each 
term from tho Ilead of the lustitution in regard to bis progress and general conduct . 
If it should appear at any time that scholar has by reason of his own 
default failed to make satisfactory progress or has been guilty of misconduct such 
as resorting to or participating in strikes , irregularity in attendance without permis 
sion of the authorities concernel etc., the Board may either cancel the scholarship 
or stop or withbold further payment for such period as they may think fit . 

19. The scholarship moneys shall be paid in two half yearly instalments by means of 
a Remittance Transfer Receipt drawn in the nearest branch of the Imperial Bank of India 
or the nearest Government Treasury /Sub - Treasury , in favour of the Head of the Institu 
tion in which the scholar is enrolled . It is also the responsibility of the scholar to see that 
the receipt signed by him for the payment received in each instalment is forwarded 
through the Head of the Institution to the Board as soon us the period covered 
by each instalment is over , otherwise the payment of the 2nd instalıuent will be 
delayed . Payments are not ordinarily made by Postal Order but if made in this 
manner in any exceptional case , the Postal con mission shall be deducted out of 
the scholarship amount .

The original copy with a copy should be sent to this office 
and another advance copy to the Central Social Welfare Board , 10 --Kitchner Road , 
Diplomatic Enclave, New Delhi. The following conditions may be carefully noted by 
institutions intending to make applications. 

(1) An application will not be considered from any institution , which has already 
received a grant for a period extending upto the 31st March , 1956. 

( 2 ) Applications for starting new institutions in areas now included in a Welfare 
Extension Project will not be considered , except from institutions which have already 
existed in that area before the starting of that project. 

(3) Every institution should give complete information about its management, 
that is , whether it is run by an individual or by a Managing Committee elected 
or non -elected . Full details of existing assets and collections already made by volun 
tary effort shoulıl he furnished . 

(4 ) Every application should give brief details of the scheme for which the 
grant will be untilised , as also the institution s normal expenditure on those items and 
its matching contribution .

In pursuance of instructions issued by the Central Ministry of Labour on pre 
vious anniversaries of Independence Day , Workers were permitted to participate in 
the August 15th celebrations without being made to suffer any loss in wages . 

A similar directive has been issued this year by the Govt . of India to their 
officers in charge of industrial undertakings and thay hope that other employers 
also will co -operate with them by declaring this national day as a paid holiday . 

In view of the great importance of the occasion , Government believe that many 
industrial undertakings have already prescribed August 15th as one of the regular 
holidays but where this has not been done, they hope that the employers will treat 
the day an additional paid holiday and not as a substituted holiday.

The member of the Advisory Panel 
shall be appointeil as a member of the Board for the full term of his membership of the 
Panel. 


( 3) The Guvernment of India may for a cause sufficient in its opinion , remove any 
member of the Board before the expiration of the period of bis office. 


(4 ) Tbe non - official members of the Board will work in an honorary capacity . They 
may be paid such compensatory allowance as the Central Government may from time 
to time determine . 


(5 ) The Regional Officer of the Central Board of Film Censors at Bombay will be 
the Secretary of the Board . 


(6 ) No act or proceeding of the Board shall be called in question on the ground 
merely of the existence of any Vacancy in or defect in the constitution of the Board . 


(7 ) Unlesy otherwise directed by the Government of India , the Headquarters of the 
Board shall be ut Bombay .

will have to wait till the time, when , if they continued their studies in a 
recognised School , they would have completed the Matriculation Course . 
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(c) l rivate cin : didates , from outside the territorial jurisdiction of the Gau 

hati University cannot be allowed to appear at the Test Examination unless 
they can priduce the orders of the Gauhati University sanctioning their 

migration . 
(d ) No candi late from a School which has not obtained formal recognition 

from the University will be recognised as a private candidate even if he 
has read in a properly enrolled class of the School or has been taught as 

ir private pupil by one or more members of the staff , with or without fees . 
(e) If any candidato in (d ) be eligili o to appear as a private ca didate under 

( h ) , bo will be required to produce a certificate from the Headmaster of 
the rucognised School where he last read mentioning clearly the year and 

the class from which he discontinued there . 
2. Ordinarily teachers of recognised High and Middle English Schools and 
Librarians of recognised institution who intend to appear at the Matriculation Exa 
mination as private candidate will not be required to appear at any Preliminary 
Test Examination if they have 32 mnths of continuous sur vice to their credit . 
They should formally apply to the Registrar, Gauhati University, for permissi in to 
appear at the examination on or before 3 st October, 19 5 and should at the same 
time comply with the following requirements . 

Each applica : ion should be andre said to the Regis rar and should be submitted 
through the responsible person togethe wiihi cortificate of gooi conduct and docu 
mentary evidence regarding age , resideich and study and should contain a statement 
of the subjects proposed to be offer at th : Hxamin:ation .

With the introduction of Pure Nickel series of coins in 1946 , comprisiog Rupeos , 1/2 
Rupees and 1/4 Rupees, the design of the- e coins was changed ; the sizes and standard 
weights of the coins remaining the sume its in previous issues , except in the case of the 
Rupee, which became smaller in diameter and consequently thicker, the weight re 
maining the same at 180 grains troy- the 1/2 Rupees and !/4 Rupees weighting 90 grains 
and 45 grains respectively .

Pure Nickel Rupees, 1/2 Rupees and 1/4 Rupees 
of 1950 and op -wards lear on their obverse thy Asoka Pillar and on the 
the Ears of coin design . In the Pure Nickel series of coins the rupees are security 
edged , whilst the 1/2 and 1/4 rupees bear it plain willing. 

Adoption of Pure Nickel in itself is a safeguard against counterfeiting . One 
of the Chief advantage lies in the difficulties of production . Pure Nickel cannot 
readily be used for the making of small sand castings having a good surface 
finish . As the chief method of the Counterfeiter is to individual coins 
in sand or metal moulds , he must employ some alternative medium which con 
readily be detected . A distinctive fouture of nickel is that it is magnetic , 

magaetic , and 
no other metal which might conceivably be considered suitable for coinage has 
this property . Therefore a magnet can be used as a test of the genuinenest of 
pure nickel coins. Further more pire mickel is particularly free from tarnishing , 
any dirt or finger marks can be wiped clean with a dry rag . 

Two kinds of counterfeits of pure nickel coins are found viz . cast and struck , 
or a combination of the two . 

Cast counterfeits are the most easily made , and therefore are more usually 
found . The mould into which the molten 

tbe nolten metal is poured , may be made of 
Band, clay , powdered burnt brick , plaster of paris or similar materials and the 
impression on the mould is taken from a genuino coin . The mould has a small 
hole or gate out in the rim , throngh which the molten metal is poured . The 
metal which fills this hole , and solidifies with the rest of the casting , forms a 
projection on the rim of the cast coin , which must be cut off to enable the 
rim at this point to be finished and milled by hand , and the security groove put in . 
Signs of this land finishing can usually be detected on the rim of cast counterfeits . 


Cast 
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Struck counterfeits made by striking or pressiny blanks Witween dies of 
hard metal, thy designs of which are engraved by hand, or from dies of softer 
metal on which the impressions can be transferred from a genuine coin . The blanks, 
thus struck , may have been tirst caat or cut from sheet metal. 

Counterl.it : ara more easily detected if comprired with one or more genuine 
coins of the same design , using a magnifying glass if necessary . A suspicious coid 
muy also be weighed against a gonuine coin showing the same amount of wear, 
since most counterfeits which do not contain much lead are lighter than genuine 
coins. 

The only disadvantage of pure nickel coins is that they have no ring , and 
for centuries lydians have been accus omed to judge the genuineness of the silver 
coins by listening for the clear ring of high touch silver coins. There is no doubt 
that the ringing test diminished in importance when quaternary alloy coins with 
50 % silver were introduced . These coins give a much higher and sharper ring than 
their bigh touch predecessors . The cumbness of pure nickel coins however is com 
pressed fur by their magnetic properties and any small boy equipped with a cheap 
magnet can easily distinguish a chunter feit from it genuine coin . 

The thickness of it genuine coin is uniform whilst counterfeits are sometimes 
thicker at one side than at the other , and are often slightly bent or distorted . 
80 that they will not lie evenly between two other coins . 

The rim of genuina pure nickel Rupels, 1 / Rupees and 1/4 Rupees are 
regularly miled and all round with straight indentutions at right angles to the faces, 
but pure nickel rupees have also a security devise in the cense of he willed edge. 
This device consists of a shallow gruore with il design consisting of a chain of 
small beads in relief in two sections separated by blank spaces In counterfeits of 
these cuins the willing is often at a slant, the spaces between the indentations 
irregular and the indentations themselves uneven or broken . The milling can best 
be examined by placing the suspected coin between two yood coins of the some 
description , when defects can roadily be detected . 

Coins should not be classed is counterfeits solely on account of bad mil 
ling , since genuine coins are found with worn milling , with portions soldered for 
use as ornaments or with the edges filled or touched up . Coins of which the milling 
is good however, are seldom counterfeits . 

The heads which appear in relief, insiile the security groove on the Rupee 
coins, should be clear cut, well defined , and uniform in size and shape. The blank 
portions of the groove should be equal in length . In counterfeits , the beads are often 
badly shaped and uneven in size , the intervening spaces boing sometimes filled with 
metal. The blank portions usually shown signs of metal having been scooped out 
by hand , resulting the bruken willing on either side of the blank portion , and 
possibly & wider groove in genuine coins.

EJRLY PJYMENT OF COMPENSATION TO WIDOWS. 
In a Press Note ditoj July 29 , 1953 it was announced that widows baving verified 
claims in tbeir own names etc. would be paid cash upto a masivum of Rs. 8,000 /- and 
would be given priority in the matter of payment. 

This concession is now being extended to those who became widows subsequent to the 
filing of compensation applicatious loy their busbands. 

Such widows , whether or not their applications were made in their own names , will 
be given priority in the matter of the payment of compensation . 


EXPLOITATION OF SMALL DISPLACED CLAIMANTS . 
GOVERNMENT NOT TO RECOGNISE SALE AND PURCHASE OF CLAIMS . 

PAYMENT OF COMPEXSATION TO BE EXTENDED . 
The Government of India have noticed with some concern that the concession which 
Was given to displaced persons with claims who wished to purchase property in the 
Com ensation pool, to associate other claimants with them to make up the amount of their 
bid , is being abused . 

Some persons interested in the purchase of pool property have bien including those 
cluimants who are in need of ready cash to part with their claims at prices far below the 
amount of compensation payable on such claims. The oliject of the Government in per 
mitting claimants to assccirte among themselves for the purpose of buying property was 
to facilitate both the purch - se and the salo of such property and to enable genuine buyers 
to purchase property against claims. 

To put an end to exploitation , the Government has decided not to recoynise sale and 
purchase of claimy. 

Such sale ai d purchase of claims will not be recognised . Jlowever, if oluimants wish 
to combine to purchase property, they would be permitted to do so , but th : sale certificate 
will be made out in the name of all these persons and their shares specified in it according 
to the amount contributed by each of them either by adjustment of claim or by cash . 

To give imn diate relief to sm : ll claimants. orders have already issued that thoso 
claimants wh:0 : e clainis are for Rs. 2,000 or less should be given priority for payment in 
cash . 

Cash payments upto Rs. 8,000 will continue to be made to claimants halonging to 
needy categories , such it widows , grantees of maintenance allowance and displaced 
claimants who are suffering from T.B. or cancer or whose dependants : ire suffering from 
these diseases , minors, inmates of Homes , receipients of cash doles , etc. 

The range of persons to whom early relief should be given by paymont of compen 
sation in oash is being further extended . 

Instructions have been issued that claimants whose verified claims do not exceed 
Rs. 10,000 and who are to be paid in cash should have their casez dealth with 
expeditiously 
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It has been decided that to claimants residing in the States of West Bengal, Assam , 
Tripura , Manipur and Jammu & Kashmir whore the evacuee preperty law does not apply , 
payments in cash up to Rs. 8,00 ) should be made . 
A similar concession is being extended to
